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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PA 2002 01285, filed 2 September 2002. A reference to the prior application 
must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1.76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the prior 
application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121, or 365(c). See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For benefit claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c), the reference must include the relationship (i.e., 
continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications. If the 
application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) on or after November 29, 
2000, the specific reference to the prior application must be submitted during the pendency of the 
application and within the later of four months from the actual filing date of the application or 
sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 6 and 7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 6 and 7 not been further treated on the merits. 
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3. The recitation of claim 3 is interpreted as a product-by-process claim as it recites that the 
tube is manufactured by extrusion. Product-by-process claims are not limited to the 
manipulations of the recited steps, only the structure implied by the steps. See MPEP 2113. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The subject matter in the independent claim could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. The subject matter not found was the flexible tubing having longitudinally 
extending external grooves and complementary protrusions such that the grooves and the 
protrusions releasably hold the tube in parallel courses. These features in combination with the 
other elements in the claim render the claims allowable. 

5. The closest references available at this time are Scott et al (US 5316246) and Gambale 
(US 5372592) both disclosing flexible tubing that is secured in parallel courses. However, these 
devices do not disclose the protrusions and grooves of the present application.
